Investors Plan 


Citing a 1975 Investment 
Company Institute study, Ger- 
ald A. McEvers, Grayling, Dis- 
trict Manager for the Investors 
Diversified Services (IDS) seles 
organization, recently pointed 
out that many of the 40 million 
Americans eligible for an Indi- 
vidual Retirement Account (IRA) 
know little or nothing about the 
plan. The deadline for estab- 
lishing a 1975 IRA plan is 
December 31. 

The IRA was created by the 
Employee Retirament Income 
Security Act, signed by Presi- 
dent Ford in September of 1974. 
The IRA provisions were ef- 
tective last January 1. An [RA 
allows employees who are not 


+ participanis in an existing re- 


tirement plan to put aside up to 
15 percent of their yearly earn. 
ings - or $1500 {whichever is 
lower} to provide for reiiremeni. 
Money set aside in an IRA i is tax 
deductible. 

So far this year IDS repre- 
sentatives have helped clients 
in this state set up 940 IRA and 
Keogh plans, Keogh plans,

uals and partnerships. 

The new law boosts the 
annual deductible contribution 
limit for Keogh olans to 15 
percent of earned income up to 
a maximum contribution of 
$7500.

Youth Camp Safety Act 
The U.S. House of Repre- 


| sentatives passed a bili on Apri! 


17, 1975 entitled “Youth Camo 
Safeiy Act", (House bili HR. 
46). This bil is now before the 


U.S. Senate for their consider-. 


ation, (Senate bill #S 425). The 
immediate purpose behind this 
bill is probably to force states 
which now have no camp safety 
regulations to take such action. 
The need for camp safety is 
real, but the answer is not more 
federal bureaucracy and con- 
trol. 

The above bili if passed will 
provide for the establishment of 
a Director of Youth Camp Safety 
to serve under the Secretary of 
Health, Education, and Welfare. 
His responsibility would be to 
“develop, with the approval of 
the Secretary, and shall by role, 
promulgate. modify, or revoke 
youth camp safety standards.” 

Below are just a few reasons 
you may want to voice your 
opposition to this legisiation: 

1. This law would authorize 
the existence of another bureau- 
cratic law making body oper- 
ated by non-elected individuals 
who are not under the control of 
the voters in this country. 

This law would authorize the 
Director of Youth Camp Safety 
to. make laws or regulations 
with no provision made for their 
examination or approval by the 
U.S. Legislature. The Director 
would only be responsible to 
the Secretary of H.E.W. (We 
already have too many Jaws on 
the books that are merely an 
open door to be interpreted by 
some appointed person or a- 
gency within our growing bu- 
reaucracy.) 

3. Michigan already has ex- 
cellent state regulations which 
are clearly stated and being 
followed by our camps in Michi- 
gan. 

4. This type of legislation 
opens the docr for unfair regu- 
lations to be passed without our 
knowledge, and once passed, 
very difficutt for you and 1 to 
vypuse Of reverse. 

5. This type of legisiation 
Slowly destroys our personal 
freedoms. We are losing our 
personal freedoms step by step, 
or in reaiity jaw by jaw.
